An Explanation Re 
Red Deer Debentures. 


The town of Red Deer is withdraw- 
ing the following debentures: 

$5000.00 for construction of Fire 
Hall issued under By-law No. 105, 
voted on uly 18th, 06, Finally passed 
July 19th, ’06. 

$6000.00.for grant to Red Deer Hos- 
pital issued under By-law No. 108, 
voted on Aug. 9th, '06. Finally passed 
Sept. 13th, '06. 

$2300.00 for purchase of land at in- 
take issued under By-law No. 112, 
voted on Oct. 10th, '06. Finally passed 
Nct. 11th, 06. 

$30000.00 for construction of sewer 
system issued under By-law No. 109, 
voted on Aug. 9th, '06. Finally passed 
Sept. 15th, '06. 

These debentures were all placed on 
the market in 1907, but a satisfactory 
bid not having been obtained they 
were not sold. 

In March, 1908, Mayor Gaetz having 
to go to Ottawa on business was 
given authority by the council to 
negotiate a sale while he was in the 
East provided a price based on an in- 
terest rate of 61% or better could be 
obtained. He interviewed The Sun 
Life Assurance Co. of Montreal, and 
secured from thein an offer at a rate 
yielding 64%, which he agreed to 
accept subject to confirmation by the 
town council. 

The offer was accepted and .the Co, 
were wired to that effect. On April 
2nd the Co. wired that it would. be 
necessary to furnish a legal opinion as 
to the validity of the bonds by Mr. 
Lougheed of Calgary. Mr. Lougheed’s 
firm after some delay passed the 
debentures, butthe Co. then submitted 
them to their own solicitor in Montreal 
who objected to them on the grounds: 

1. That under a by-law authorizing 
a2 municipality to borrow money at a 
certain rate of interest and to issue 
debentures therefore it is illegal for 
the municipality to sell the debentures 
at a less figure than par value because 
to do so would be tw effect a loan at a 
rate ofinterest higher than authorized. 

2. That the debentures had been 
hypothecated to the Merchants Bank, 
and therefore could not be resold. 

These questions were submitted to 
Mr. Bruce of Toronto, who in his 
reply set aside the 2nd objection, but 
unfortunately stated that he did not 
have time to go fully into the lst, and 
declined to express an opinion on that 
one without so doing. 

The Company however declined to 
complete the purchase unless the 
objections raised by their solicitor 
were removed by revoting the by-laws. 

Though feeling reasonably satisfied 
as to the validity of the debentures in 
view of the opinions of their own 
solicitors and of Lougheed and Bennett 
of Calgary, the Council deemed it 
advisable to withdraw the debentures 
and submit new by-laws which would 
remove any shadow of doubt which 
might have been created against them 
in the minds of investors. 

When these new by-laws are finally 
passed new debentures will be issued 
and new bids called for their purchase. 
It is expected that a much better price 
will be obtained than was offered last 
March.

FERNIE WIPED OUT BY FIRE. 


—pj- 


Thousands of People Homeless and 
Many Lives Lost. 


On August 8rd, Fernie, B. C. 
was completely destroyed by fire, 
only about a score of buildings 
remaining in the entire town. It 
is estimated that at least 8,000 
people are homeless, and about a 
hundred people lost their lives in 
the flames. The:loss is estimated 
at five million dollars. 

Bush fires had been raging 
around Fernie for some time and 
in the foreston either side, but 
no fear had been felt for the town 
itself. But sparks from the bush 
fire caught in the pest house near 
the brewery in the south part of 
the town, and soon caught on the 
brewery itself,’ and after that 
nothing could stop the flames. In 
about two hours the town was a 
mass of ruins. To fight the 
flames was useless as the wind 
took everything in front of it. 

Sixty men and two women are 
believed to have been burnt in 
one lumber camp _ outside of 
Fernie. They were cooped up in 
a valley and found it impossible 
to escape from the flames, 

For a while it was feared Cran- 
brook and the little town of 
Michel would also be burnt out, 
but they are now out of danger, 
the bush fires having pretty well 
died down. es 

Help is being.sent from all the 
towns and cities alang the tine to 
the suffering and homeless. 
Cranbrook promptly sent aid in 
the shape of relief traing, etc. 
The. people of Cranbrook opened 
up their homes to the crowds of 
women and children that the 
relief trains soon began to bring 
in, and by the aid coming from 
all directions-it is believed that 
the sufferers will soon be made 
comfortable. Red Deer sent her 
help in the way of a $100 cheque.

The Editor Red Deer News. 
Dear Sir:— 

I noticed in your paper an 
article under the heading ‘Dr. 
Clark’s European Trip’, com- 
menuing as follows: 

Last year the federal govern- 
ment sent thirty-five special 
immigration agents to Great 
Britain and Europe at a cost to 
Canada of over twenty-one 
thousand dollars, just what the 
antics of the so called agents 
were, have not been disclosed. 

I understand this article was 
taken from the Edmonton Jour- 
nal, this Sir will relieve me of the 
unpleasantness of charging you 
with such gross darkness and 
misrepresentation, a3 that paper 
seems to be wallowing in. The 
Journal knows right well that that 
article is a misleading one, and is 
directed at Dr. Clark with the 
direct intention to down Dr. 
Clark at the coming election, and 
the Journal in doing so, does not 
refrain from smearing the mud 
from its dirty wallowings over 
the character of other farmers of 
the province who were appointed 
agents or delegates to the old 
country tc talk Canada, from a 
farmers’ standpoint, I see that 
my own name is included in the 
list given, of government pets 
sent on that so-called pleasure 
tour, and I feel it my duty to try 
and enlighten the Journal, if you 
will allow me,through the medium 
of your valuable paper. My 
address is to the Journal, who 
states that, that it is not known 
that one settler was induced to 
come to this country as a result 
of this expenditure. It is my in- 
tention to show by this reply that 
not all the moves made by our 
government are fruitless. I have 
no intention of patting our gov- 
ernment on the back, but only to 
give credit where it is due. In 
my opinion, never was more 
genuine work done, and never 
were better results achieved, than 
, by that done by the farmers’ del- 
egates, dnd credit is due to the 
government for having taken so 
wise a plan to present the past, 
present, and the future opportun- 
ities and possibilities of this 
grand domain, to the people of 
our own tongue. 

In my own case the cost of the 
trip was somewhat more than 
that of Dr. Clark’s so that we may 
conclude the Doctor did not have 
just as good a time as myself, so 
far as myself is concerned it looks 
more as though the government 
had a flot laid to kill me, rather 
than to give me a picnic, as it 
took them 14 days to get me to 
Halifax, and on the way I was 
twice off the track and onte in 
collision. The wages paid to the 
farmer to leave his farm and 
‘family to the mercies of the worst 
winter we have seen, was about 
that of a second class clerk, $100 
per month. in this case it was 
paid to heads of firms, who are 
able all the year round to take 
the place of master, manager, 
clerk, or any other positions, the 
men appointed were men who 
had made a success of farming, 
men who had faith in their adopt- 
ed country; men who could 
honestly talk Canada and honest- 
ly recommend her to any they 
came in contact with,the investor, 
the farmer, the labourer. 

I shall now show some of the 
results of my own work on that 
trip, the cost of the trip as stated 
by the Journal was $815.10, and 
the Joural states that it is not 
known that even one settler has 
came into the country asa result. 
I want to tell the Journal that I 
have met at Strathcona station 
and Edmonton station over 100 
settlers who came te the two 
cities as a direct result of my 
trip, and that I have received 
letters from many others in dif- 
ferent parts of Canada thanking 
me for advice given them when 
in England. This statement you 
may say is very easy to make, so 
I challenge the Journal and give 
them a chance to get the dust out 
of their eyes. If you would like 
to find out the truthfulness of 
this statement and care to drive 
me around for a day or two, I 
will give you a personal inter- 
view with at least 75 of the settlers 
I mention, the rest are away in 
the bush and on railroad work, 
and on distant farms and home- 
steads. 


Supposing we reckon the cost 
per head of those we know have 
come to the country as a direct 
result. It will work out at a cost 
of about $4.00, for I am certain 
that over a hundred booked for 
other points, as our instructions 
were to talk Canada, and that is 
what I did, my plan was first to 
find out what line of farming a 
man wished to follow,then advise 
him accordingly what part to go 
to. What will the value of those 
200 settlers be to Canada? No 
one can tell, but it will make that 
$800.00 look small. Ihave gone 
to some pains to find out about 
what capital has been invested 
by the settlers I have placed in 
and around the district as a result 
of my work, and I find it not less 
than fifty thousand dollars, and 
many of these men went straight 
into farming on their arrival and 
became producers at once, and so 
added a few thousand more to the 
above. 

Near to Strathcona is now a 
family of 22 souls, who came out 
as aresult of my trip, they are

all on the farm, farming, [ intro- 
duced this family to a gentleman 
who is a very staunch Conserv- 
ative. I told him they were one of 
the families I brought out from 
England, his answer was, if you 
had only brought this family the 
money was well spent, 

This family consists of six 
married men and their families. 
I have said enough I think to 
convince even the Journal that 
the money the government spent 
on my trip was well spent, and 
when I tell the Journal that the 
government often traveled me all 
night after working all day, so as 
to have me in another part ready 
for work the next morning, and 
when I tell you that during the 
whole time I was in England I 
could only get to one entertain- 
ment and that one night after

penses being more than the rest, 
is that I did work inthe Channel 
Islands part of the time, and 
travelling expenses and hotel are 
much higher than in England. 
Here is a list of the towns and 
cities I worked in, and if you take 
notice you will find every day 
was a working day, even Sunday 
often Iwas kept busy with vis- 
itors enquiring of Canada. 

I started work the day after I 
arrived in England at Woodford 
in Iissex, and spent a few days 
at that point, not less than 20 
persons are in this district 
already from that point as a direct 
result. Then I proceeded to 
Portsmouth and Southampton, 
Ventnor,Isle of Whyte, Newport, 
Ryde, then to Jersey for twodays, 
back to Gurnsey two days, then 
to Weymouth, Bournmouth, 
Winchester, Alton, Petersfield, 
Southsea, Reading, Twyford, 
Workingham, Panghourne, Hen- 
ley, Wallingford, Oxford, Abing- 
don, Thame, North Lee, Wheat- 
ley, Banbury, Axminster, 
Charmouth, to Oxford again, and 
Woodford and Stretham, a family 
of9 persons are here now as a 
result from this visit to Stretham, 
22 from Winchester, 4 from the 
Isle of Whyte, and from most all 
parts mentioned two and more 
are here in our own district. In 
conclusion I must say that I have 
no doubt that Dr. Clark can give 
just as good account of his trip. 
It was my pleasure to travel with 
Dr. Clark on the way to England, 
and I formed a very high esti- 
mate of that gentleman, and had 
my lot been cast in the constit- 
uency that Dr. Clark is to rep- 
resent, I know of no man that I 
would prefer to him to represent 
me, as a farmer, in the Dominion 
House. Dr. Clark is a farmer,and 
his boys are farmers, he has 
thrown in' his lot with the rest of 
us, and I truly, believe, is pre- 
pared to take his stand for the 
farmers’ interest in the House at 
all times. Hv is alive to the fact 
that the farmers’ interést is the 
best interest of the province at 
large, and I would say to farmers 
of that constituency, you cannot 
afford to scrap with each other 
over party matters, do you want 
afarmer to represent you? Do 
you want a man that is able, and 
a man that will honestly and sin- 
cerely look after your interests?

THEPORK COMMISSION 


Sitting at Red Deer Last Week. 


Settlers Know What They Want. . 


R. A. Wallace, of High River, 
chairman; A. Harrison, of 
Edmonton; Jas. Bower, of Red 
Deer, and Mr. E. Trowbridge, of 
Edmonton, secretary, the com- 
mission appointed by the Alberta 
government to investigate the liog 
industry in the province and the 
feasibility of the government 
establishing a pork packing plant, 
held sessions in Red Deer on 
Thursday and Friday last week. 

The questions of the commis- 
sioners were directed chiefly 
towards ascertaining the price at 
which hogs could be profitably 
raised, and on what basis of gov- 
ernment co-operation pork pack- 
ing plants could be run. 
number of farmers were present 
and there were differences of 
opinion regarding the price at 
which hogs could be successfully 
raised owing to a lack of reliable 
data. Some thought 5 1-2 cents 
for live hogs a reasonable price, 
while others held out for 6 and 8 
cents. All were agreed that it 
would be a great gain if hogs 
could be marketed more regu- 
larly during the year instead of 
in the spring and fall and the 
farmer would do his share in this 
matter if other trade conditions 
helped them. — 

The general testimony was that 
even if there had not been a fall- 
ing off in the number of hogs 
raised became of the untavorable 
price conditions there had been 
no adaquate increase with the 
growth of the district. With 
better prices and more stable 
market for hogsthere would be a 
larger increase in the production, 
asthe country was well adapted 
for hog raising. For a remedy 
for these conditions it was the 
opinion that the government could 
afford some relief by establish- 
ing one or more pork packing 
plants, these plants to be operated 
on a basis similar to that of the 
government creameries, the gov- 
ernment to build and operate the 
plants and market the product, 
the farmers to supply the hogs 
at a fair market rate and to 
guarantee to pay back to the 
government by a deduction on 
the price of hogs, the cost of the 
concern and run it with govern- 
ment assistanee on a co-aperative 
basis. Commissioner Bower 


favored having the government 
own and operate the plant 
outright. 

He desired to get all the infor- 
mation ~possible regarding the 
running of the plant by the gov- 
ernment. . 

Geo. W. Smith, R. W. Bleay, 
Geo. T. White, A. McBlain, D. 
McKinnon, H. Jamieson and J.A. 
Carswell gave evidence on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Smith thought farmers 
should have 6 cts. ped lb. live 
weight. 

He felt some mgans should be 
provided: to give a continual 
market to farmers. At present 


A | fall and spring markets prevailed. 


He favored running a pork pack- 
ing plant along the lines at pre- 
sent conducted by the creamery. 
This might induce farmers to 
support it more than government 
ownership. The fault with locally 
cured meat was that it seemed 
too green, his firm had lost in 
handling home cured _ goods. 
This, no doubt, was owing to lack 
of knowledge of the business. He 
took the ground that the larger 
the plant, the more it would pay, 
up to a certain point, of course. 

If private packers should pay a 
higher price than the government 
could without loss he favored the 
government letting the plant 
stand. He thought the margin 
between the live hog and the 
cured article was too great. His 
experience went to show that a 
dressed carcus produced about 
two-thirds the weight of the live 
hog. The farmer should have 6 
conts to make pig raising pay. 

R.W.Bleay, president of Evarts 
A. F. A., contended there was 
| nothing to prevent the govern- 
ment erecting a pork packing 
plant. He thought it should pay. 
Many farmers had gone into the 
raising of pork, but had given it 
up again as there was not monéy 
enough in the business. In 
California he raised hogs. The 
price was 4 1-2 to 5c. live weight. 
There was no particular com- 
plaint there as the market 
was always steady. He thought 
the farmer should get 7 cents a 
pound so as to get as much out of 
it as tne other fellow. 

Henry Jamieson was not rais- 
ing pork now. He had years ago, 


but gave it up. 

He opinion was we should run 
the pork packing plant as near to 
the plan of the creameries as 
possible. Farmers take shares, 
pay for shares, at a cent a pound 
for curing, and divide profita. 

He thought freight rates should 
be pro rata from all points of the 
province. He felt all farmers who 
went into the pork raising years 
ago gave up owing to poor mar- 
kets. A pork packing industry 
will steady the market for pork 
in all parts of the province. He 
agreed that the government was 
justified in spending money to 
build a plant, but not to give it to 
the farmers. Farmers should not 
be beggars. Tney would benefit 
more than anybody else. But he 
agreed that they were entitled to 
two-thirds. Private owned and 
government operated was his 
idea. 

Mr. Geo. White felt that the 
farmer could raise hogs for from 
5 to 6centson fact. While the 
poor crop last year may have 
partly explained the low prices he 
felt the uncertain market caused 
many farmers to go out of the 
business. He favored co-oper- 
ation in pork industry similar to 
creameries. He thought the gov- 
ernment should have some guar- 
antee in making an outlay. He 
would increase his hog produc- 
tion if there was a steady market. 
If the farmers are prosperous, 
everybody is prosperous. If the 
farmers are not doing well,every- 
thing is dull. He did not think 
packing plants through other 
parts of the province would be in 
competition to private companies. 
He felt it would be a great thing 
for the province to have a pork 
packing plant established. 

Mr. McBlain raised a good 
many in B.C. He got 8c. on fact 
there. He would not care to raise 
hogs at less than 6c. He did not 
think it paid. He thought it was 
the duty of the government to 
take up the question of building 
a pork packing establishment and 
go on with it at once. 

D. McKinnon was in favor of a 
pork packing plant. He felt the 
consumer would benefit as well 
as thé producer, the lumber man, 
the rancher, the townsman and 
the general public. He favored 
the co-operative plan of the 
packing plant. A farmer would 
have to be careful not to put in 
too large a number of hogs at 
first. lf the pork packing plant 
could level up the price of pork 
as well as the creameries has 
levelled up the priceof butter, 
then the packing plant"would be 
a great deal more benefit to the 
province than the whole telephone 
system lately purchased by the 
government. ‘ 

J. A. Carswell claimed a pork 
packing industry would pay. It 
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would steady the prices. It would 
stimulate the pork industry a 
hundred fold. It would be more 
difficult to co-operate a pork 
packing plant than a creamery. 
The patrons would cover a greater 
area in the pork industry. There 
would be no more “lass legislation 
if the government built the plant 
than in taking hundreds’ of 
thousands to build a university 
or the telephone system. 
FRIDAY. 


The morning session was taken 
up with evidence from C.J. B. 
Ward, Capt. Keast and Stephen 
Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson favored co-oper- 
ation packing plant. He con- 
tended Alberta an ideal country 
for growing pork, and contended 
there was no reason why we 
should not lead the world in 
cured pork. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


R. C. Brumpton had not found 
any special request for foreign 
cured meats. He didn’t think 
one pig raised where ten would 
be if the plant was started. He 
thought there was too great a 
discrepancy between the cured 
and uncured meats. The remedy 
was in assistance from the gov- 
ernment. That had been the 
experience in the creamery bus- 
iness. He rather favored a small 
plant, 

He felt even if the government 
should spend aconsiderable sum 
of money for an industry of thie 
kind and should lose money by 
the transaction even then it 
would pay as a stiumulant to the 
raiaing of hogs. The plant should 
be built mostly to assist the 
people of the province, not to 
make money. He did not think 
the people would be against a 
pork packing plant. If the farmer 
is helped, that is given a good 
price for his product, all the 
people of the province are helped 
as well as the farmer, if the far- 
mers have money they spend it, 
and everybody is helped. He 
thought there was no comparison 
between the telephone and pack- 
ing plant. The telephone only 
helped a few and was a business 
convenience, but the packing 
plant helped everybody, every 
settler, every business man, The 
pork packing plant was in his 
mind far the best. He could not 
see that any criticism could be 
offered if a government built and 
operated a plant. 

Mayor Gaetz believed in indiv- 
idual effort in business. It was 
all right for the government to 
have control of such things as 


operate. So soon as they do so 
the plant will begin to fall. 

Arthur Hives raised hogs ex- 
tensively some years ago. The 
market was not sure, and prices 
low, 80 he went out of business. 
He found it will take 5 1-2 cents 
live weight to pay. He said the 
Penhold A.F.A. favored a plant, 
and it would pay even though it 
ran part of the time only. His 
assuciation were favorable to 
giving a guarantee. He felt that 
the plan where the farmer risked 
something was more to the point 
than government ownership. He 
contended that a packing plant 
would help level prices and give 
farmers a steady market. 

E. Carswell gave an illustra- 
tion of raising pork. Mr. Speak- 
man bought wheat and fed hogs 
and after feeding sold at 41-2 c. 
and lost a cent a pound. He 
favored the creamery plan of 
pork packing plant. No cream- 
eries were taken over by the 
people, Hedid not think they 
ever would be. The people fav- 
ored government operation in 
this way. Mr. Marker the dairy 
Commissioner was paid by the 
government and this was only 
part of his duties. He would be 
paid as commissioner whether 
this creamery was here or not. 
The creamery took time and 
money but they were all bene- 
fitted by better prices. Tne pork 
industry isin the same position 
the butter industry was ten years 
ago. He felt the government 
was coming into direct compe- 
tition with vested interests if 
they built, equipped and ran the 
pork packtng plant. He thought 
5100,000 plant would be small 
enough. The province was en- 
titled to it. He quoted prices for 
pork: Red Deer $4.50 per hun- 
dred; Toronto 6.90; Montreal 
7.00; Winnipeg 5.50; Chicago 
6.10 to6.85. This pork comes in 
from these outside points and 
takes the trade from men in Al- 
berta who only pay $4.50a hun- 
dred. He could not understand it. 

Sam Pye, of Horn Hill, James 
Comer, of Edwell, Jas. Speirs, of 
Springvale, also gave evidence. 

Mr. Speirs was strongly in 
favor of the government owning 
and operating the pork packing 
plant. He claimed if the govern- 
ment intended doing anything 
for the farmer let them do it well. 
He did not think this would be 
class legisiation. The pork pack- 
ing plant would be a great deal 
more benefit to the farmer than 
a $1,000,000 telephohe system, 
and far more revenue would be 
derived by the province ,at large

They 
are not of us, they love their own 
national emblems, and we cheer- 
fully give them their courtesy 
and space. 

But it is different in Quebec, 
where a resident population, a 
million and a half in number, 
claiming all the rights of Cana- 
dian citizenship, fly the flag of 
France on Canadian soil. 

And this eternal blazon of the 
tricolor, which became marked 
under the Mercier regime, has 
spread like an evil weed in our 
fields under the aegis of the 
Laurier regime. 

It fits in with Quebec idea of a 
French leader for all Canada, the 
Greatest Quebec he has created 
for them; with laws, language, a 
flag and nationality of their own. 
It is all of a piece. 

Quebec must be the central 
flowery kingdom in the midst of 
Canada, the temple towards 
which all the peoples, east and 
west, must worship with their 
windows open towards the Citadel 
on Cape Diamond.

A special meeting of the Town 
Council was held on Thursda 
evening last to consider two local 
improvement debenture by-laws. 
All the members present. 

The by-laws were to raise the 
sums of $11,600 and $7,800 for 
sewere built and projected to- 
gether with connestions. They 
were read 4 first and second time 
and allowed to stand over for a 
third reading. , = 

A letter from the Western Gen- 
eral Electric Co. was read, sub- 
mitting a proposed increased 
scale for telephone and electric 
lighting and advancing reasons 
for the increases suggested. 

The telephone scale suggested 
was $35 for business phones and 
$23 for house phones, with $5 off 
for prompt payment. When the 
number of phones reached 300, 
$5 additional, 500, $10 additional. 

Under the lighting schedule 
the flat rate is wiped out, and a 
meter rate offered of 20c. per 1000 
watt hours, with discounts of 5 
percent. on bills of $30 and under 
a year, and larger discounts on 
larger bills. The minimum charge 
to be $2 per month for 10 16 
candle power lights, and 5c. for 
each light over that number. 
Meter rentals to be 25c. a month 
for ten lights of 16 c.p., and 5c.a 
month for each additional ten. 

Yor street lights the Co. asked 
3100 a year for a moonlight 
schedule, and $125 each lamp for 
a full all night schedule. The 
present rate is $75 for all night. 

The Co. referred to the fact 
that on 28rd May, 1907, they had 
asked a division of the schedule 
which the Council had refused. 
Tne present prices they contend- 
ed, did not approximate the prices 
charged under similar conditions 
for like efficient service in any 
town or city of the Northwest 
Territories, which was the basis 
of the agreement between the Co. 
and the town, and were altogether 
insufficient compensation for the 
increase in cost in labor, fuel, 
and materials, to provide proper 
pay for expert supervision and 
management, to pay their men 
the wages necessary owing to the 
extremely heavy rate of taxation 
in Red Deer, to meet the loss of 
revenue, and increased interest 
rate, and owing to the commercial 
stringency and to meet the Pro- 
vincial tax on corporations. The 
telephone service now gave a 
larger service and long distance 
connections through the Pro- 
vince. They wished the schedule 
to take effect at once. 

A resolution was adopted by 
the Cuuncil declining to agree to 
the proposed schedule on the 
ground that it was excessive and 
not in accordance with the con- 
tract,
